Taylor,  secretary- 
treasurer of the women’s branch of 
the Edmonton Humane Society, has 
submitted ther annual report cover- 
ing much of the ‘werk undertaken 
and successfully carried out, The 
report also contains an _ interesting 


; account of the secretary's visit in 


San Francisco, where she investigat- 
ed quite thoroughly the work of the 
Humane Society, The report fol- 
lows: f 

“In reviewing our work for the 
past year, we may ‘wish more had 
been accomplished, but let us go for- 
ward hopefully believing we are pro- 
sressing, though it be but slowly. 
Karly in our year's work we secured 


| Hlumane society literature from To- 


ronto, Boston, Winnipeg and London, 
England, This we have distributed 
as widely as possible, hoping thus to 
bring to_the minds of all we could 
reach, the work, aims and objects of 
humane societies, We have reason 
to believe that the distribution of 
this literature was most beneficial, 

“In this connection we would like 
to say we hope the day is not too far 
distant when the clergy of the city 
will see their way clear to devoting 
one Sunday service in the year to the 
Humane Society and preaching a 
sermon on the beauty as well. as 
duty of kindness to all God's dumb 
creatures. This practice of a hu- 
mane Sunday is carried out through- 
out the greater part of Canada and 
the United States—why mot in our 
fair city of Edmonton? 

“We have had constructed in our 
city, a drinking trough for horses and 
dogs at a cost of forty-five dollars;
